SMALL  POX 


■  SIR , 

BOUT  three  Years  paft, 
I  happened  to  be  in  com¬ 
pany  with  Mr.  Edward 
Goldwyre ,  an  ingenious 
man,  and  of  great  efteem  in  his  pro- 
feffion  of  furgery,  at  Sarum.  Our 
converfation  turned  on  the  Small  Pox ; 

B  when 
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when  he  told  me,  That  he  had  faved 
the  lives  of  feveral  patients  in  that 
difeafe,  by  wrapping  up  their  bodies 
in  plajler ,  after  the  phyfecians  had 
given  him  leave  to  ufe  this,  or  any 
other  experiment.  At  that  very  time, 
I  muft  own,  I  felt  a  fort  of  conviction 
of  the  rationale  of  this  method,  which 
i  cannot  even  now  depart  from. 
About  twelve  months  after,  I  had 
occafion  to  put  this  method  in  prac¬ 
tice,  in  the  two  following  cafes,  to 
my  great  fatisfaCtion.  When  my  pa¬ 
tients  were  recovered,  I  fent  thefe 
cafes  to  Edinburgh ,  for  the  perufal 
and  friendly  cenlure  of  a  worthy  phy- 
fician  there :  he  was  pleafed  to  com¬ 
municate  them  to  his  brethren  of  that 
city,  who  refolved  to  put  this  method 
in  practice,  as  opportunity  offered  : 
they  were  alfo  read  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Philofophical  Society ,  who  were 
pleafed  to  return  me  their  thanks; 

and, 
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and,  as  none  of  their  works  were 
ready  for  the  preis,  I  was  advifed  to 
publifh  thefe  hiftories  by  themfelves. 
This  advice  I  communicated  to  Mr. 
Goldwyre ,  who  promifed  to  join  his 
cafes.  I  have  now  waited  for  them 
a  long  time ;  his  hurry  of  bulinefs 
prevents  his  compliance  for  the  pre- 
fent  ■  but  to  him  I  own  myfelf  in¬ 
debted  for  the  only  hint  I  ever  had 
of  this  practice.

Another  caufe  occafoned  my  de¬ 
lay,  which  was,  the  hope  of  meeting 
with  more  and  more  dangerous  cafes, 
whereby  I  might  make  a  fuller  proof 
of  the  validity  of  this  method ;  but, 
rather  than  deprive  the  public  of  a 
hint,  which  has  been  of  ufe  and  fa- 
tisfaftion  to  me,  I  only  beg  leave  to 
aft  the  part  of  a  monitor  to  others, 
who  are  endowed  with  a  greater 
{hare  of  judgment  and  learning,  and 

B  2  who, 
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who,  by  an  extenfive  practice,  have 
daily  opportunities  of  putting  fuch  a 
method  in  practice ;  and,  as  the 
fize  of  this  performance  obliges  me 
to  fend  it  abroad  by  way  of  an  epiftle, 
I  know  no  man  who  has  a  better  title 
to  its  addrefs  in  every  refped:  than 
vourfelf.  If  it  but  add  a  mite  to  the 
improvement  of  an  uncertain  art,  in  a 
difeafe  which  often  baffles  the  endea¬ 
vours  of  the  moft  judicious ;  if  it  but 
now  and  then  faves  the  life  of  a  pa¬ 
tient,  when  all  former  methods  have 
been  tried  to  no  purpofe ;  it  may  fure- 
ly  claim  fome  regard  ;  especially  as, 
even  in  the  hands  of  the  ignorant, 
it  can  hardly  be  attended  with  danger. 
I  am  far  from  thinking  it  can  a£f  as  a 
Specific.  No  ;  it  may  be  applied  in 
cafes  where  nature  would  have  done 
her  work  by.herfelf ;  it  may  alfo  be 
applied  in  cafes  where  the  vis  vitas 
cannot  be  recalled  ;  its  fuccefs  muff

depend  upon  judicious  and  repeated 
experiments.  One  thing  I  can  venture 
to  affirm,  that  if  a  phylician  may  be 
allowed  to  fay,  with  any  fort  of  cer¬ 
tainty,  that  his  patient’s  life  was  faved 
by  ffich  and  fuch  medicines,  I  may, 
I  think,  with  convi&ion,  fay,  that 
my  patient’s  life  was  intirely  owing  to 
this  application  in  the  firft  cafe  ;  and 
whoever  attends  to  the  fecoiid,  muft 
be  as  far  convinced,  as  any  one  can  be 
in  ffich  circumftances,  of  the  ufe  of 
this  method,  by  the  fymptoms  which 
followed  on  the  untimely  and  impru¬ 
dent  removal  of  the  plaflers. 

There  is  hardly  any  difeafe  which 
has  employed  the  pens  of  writers  more 
than  the  Small  Pox ;  much  has  been 
faid,  and  much  to  very  little  purpoffi ; 
numberlefs  divihons  and  kinds  have 
been  imagined,  which  feem  rather 
calculated  to  diffract  the  minds  of 

young 
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young  practitioners,  than  to  inform 
their  judgment,  or  to  diredt  their  prac¬ 
tice. 

How  warmly  has  Dr.  Freind’s 
Method  of  purging  in  the  fecondary 
fever  been  contended  for,  and  how 
warmly  has  it  been  dilputed  ? 

Bleeding ,  in  the  fecond  ftadium,  has 
been  oppofed,  and  by  Men  of  charac¬ 
ter  ;  and  yet  from  Rhazis  (a)y  Avi¬ 
cenna  (b)y  Pitcairn  fc)y  and  many 
others,  we  have  undoubted  hiftories 
of  large  evacuations  by  divers  channels, 
and  thofe  continuing  thro’  every  ftage 
of  the  diftemper,  to  the  relief  of  the 
patient.

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Simplicity  in  practice  Teems  to  be 
the  genius  of  the  prefent  age,  and  the 
nearer  we  come  to  this,  the  nearer 
we  approach  to  nature,  which  ought 
to  be  our  guide.

It  may,  in  general,  be  afferted, 

' That  all  forts  of  the  Small  Pox  are 
of  the  fame  nature,  and  proceed  from 
the  fame  caufe  ;  that  their  different 
kinds ,  fymptoms ,  times  of  duration , 
and  degrees  of  danger ,  proceed  from 
the  various  degrees  of  virulence ,  the 
different  epidemical  confutation  of  the 
year,  and  the  different  habits  of  the 
perfons  infedfed  ;  to  which  we  may 
add ,  the  right  or  wrong  treatment 
in  the  firft  ftages  of  the  diftemper.

We  find  the  opinions  of  fome  au¬ 
thors  quite  oppofite  to  thofe  of  others, 
and,  what  is  of  worfe  confequence, 
each  endeavours  to  fupport  his  do- 

ctrine 
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striae  by  cafes  or  fads.  In  fuch  a 
labyrinth,  the  foregoing  general  ma¬ 
xim  will  teach  us,  that 

“  Omnia  funt  facienda ,  dummodo  ad- 
“  Jint  indicant ia.” 


All  fides  feem  to  be  agreed  in  one 
point,

Nature  furely  affects  this  road,  and, 
when  fhe  cannot  complete  her  work, 
it  muff  be  owing  to  fome  accident. 
The  Jk  in ,  I  fay,  is  the  emunSiory ,  by 
which  the  natural  and  falutary  cribs 
is  performed :  the  falivation ,  the  ioofe- 
nefs ,  the  fwelling  of  the  hands  and  face, 
are  only  conamina  natures  laboran- 
tis.

C  fome 
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fome  poifon  not  protruded  from  the 
cetitre  to  the  jkin ;  and,  concluding 
that  all  alexipharmics  were  antidotes , 
they  often  conlpired,  with  a  moft  vio¬ 
lent  difeafe,  to  deftroy  the  patient,  by 
aggravating  the  diftemper.

The  judicious  Sydenham  has  fuffi- 
ciently  corrected  this  error,  by  a 
more  rational  practice.

Dr.  Wintringham,  from  Avicen- 
na  Rhazis ,  See.  propofes,  in  urgent 
cafes  of  the  confluent  kind,  where 
there  is  danger  of  abforption,  to  open 
all  the  pujiules  with  a  lancet. 

Hits cher  propofes  the  abrafio  ca~ 
pillorum  to  encreafe  perfpiration.

Baths,  total  or  partial,  have  been 
propofed  ;  but  whoever  confrders  the 
difficulty  of  drying  the  patient,  the 

danger 
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danger  of  catching  cold,  and  the  ex¬ 
pence  of  ferum,  will  hardly  think  the 
experiment  worth  the  labour,  and,  in 
fome  cafes,  hurtful. 

Dr.  Mead’s  method  of  fcarifying, , 
fomenting  with  digeftives,  was,  in 
that  particular  cafe,  highly  judicious  ; 
but  can  never  be  admitted  in  gene- 
ral  (g). 


Thefe  quotations,  out  of  many 
more  which  might  be  produced,  will 
fuffice  to  evince  the  reafon  of  my  ge¬ 
neral  polition,  viz.

How  the  end  is  anfwered  by  any 
or  all  of  the  above  methods,  I  leave 
the  reader  to  judge.  There  ftill  feems

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ai,  more  univerfal,  and  liable  to  none 
of  the  inconveniencies  of  the  former. 
If  fuch  a  method  could  be  found  out, 
there  would  be  no  neceflity  of  fpend- 
ing  time  in  fearching  after  that  anti¬ 
dote^  hoped  for  by  the  indefatigable 
Boerhaave,  nor  of  flying  to  his  anti- 
-  phlogiflic  method.  That,  by  deflgned 
bleedings,  or  by  accidental  large  eva- 
*  cuations,  this  difeafe  has  been  totally 
carried  off,  without  an  eruption,  when 
otherwife  it  would  have  appeared,  I 
make  no  queftion  ;  the  authorities  of 
this  great  man.  Fuller ,  Bot alius,  and 
of  many  others,  clear  my  doubts ;  be- 
fldes,  I  was .  convinced  in  two  cafes 
from  my  own  experience.  Fie  fays  (h), 
Methodus  univerfalis  videtur  hie 
adhiberi  pojje  ilia,  quiz  deprehenfa  eft 
in  omni  injlammatorio  valere ,  ne  in- 
fammatio  in  pus  gangr cenamve  abeat, 
quum  in  aliis  morbis  fuccedat,  hie  nihil

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repugnet ,  morbus  variolofius  ficepe  fine 
variolis fit.  That  the  Small  Pox  has 
been  carried  off  without  eruption  by 
this  method,  and  that  the  fame  will 
again  happen,  I  lay ,  I  do  not  queftion ; 
but  that  this  can  ever  obtain  as  a  ge¬ 
neral  practice,  I  very  much  doubt. 
T he  (, aliis  morbis )  hinted  at,  are  the 
pleurify  and  peripneumony .  What  is  it 
that  warrants  the  bold  ufe  of  the  lan¬ 
cet  in  thefe  difeafes  ?  Why,  ne  inf,  am- 
matio  in  pus  gangrcenamve  abeat . 
Could  we  (with  any  reafon)  expert  a 
crilis  externally,  would  not  the  anti* 
phlogifiic  method  contradict  both  rea¬ 
fon  and  cuftom  ?  Why  then  are  we 
to  fly  to  this  method  in  a  difeale, 
where  a  gangrene  is  feldom  the  cafe, 
nor  any  of  thofe  dreadful  fymptoms, 
which  attend  an  ulcer  in  the  pleura 
or  lungs  ?  Co  El  a  non  crudafiunt  eva- 
cuanda  is  a  folid  maxim,  which,  aphor, 
1394.  (mitt at ur  fanguis  ut  in  pleuri-

tide  &  peripneumonia)  plainly  con¬ 
tradicts.  Neceffity  warrants  the 
bold  practice  in  thefe ;  but  in  the 
Small  Pox  nature  points  the  crifis 
to  the  Jlin  ;  nor  can  there  be  any 
reafon  to  offer  her  fuch  violence. 

Let  the  learned  and  curious  rather 

\  • 

conlider,  whether  it  is  poflible  to  find 
out  a  method,  by  which  nature  may 
be  willingly  and  gently  led  to  her  in¬ 
tended  port,  whereby  a  more  complete 
crijis  by  eruption  may  be  obtained, 
than  what  any  of  the  above  methods 
promife.  Experience  and  obfervation 
muff  certainly  confirm  every  new  ex¬ 
periment  ;  but  unfinifhed  hints  have 
this  advantage,  of  awakening  the  ge¬ 
nius  of  men  of  greater  learning  and 
pradice  :  with  this  view  it  is,  that  I 
beg  leave  to  offer  a  new  method  for 
promoting  the  eruption ,  and  for  com¬ 
pleting  maturation ;  viz.

It  may  be  compofed  of  melilot ,  bajili- 
cony  See.  according  to  the  degree  of 
heat  or  attraction  required.  The  time 
of  application  may  be  according  to 
the  fymptoms  :  if  I  may  be  allowed, 
in  general,  to  give  my  opinion,  they 
may  be  properly  applied  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  fuppuratory  jlate.  If  they 
are  continued,  or  renewed,  till  the  laft 
puftule  is  turned,  fo  much  the  better.

May  not  the  tenfive  univerfal  pain 
be  greatly  relieved  ? 

May  not  die  Jweating,  which,  in 
lome  cafes,  is  fo  fatal,  be  prevented  ?

If  thefe,  or  any  of  thefe  advantages 
may  be  obtained,  may  it  not  be  worth

CASE  I. 

Nov.  1747.  A  Young  lady,  aged 

/  \  1 3 ,  tall,  of  a  deli¬ 
cate  conflitution,  lived  in  a  boarding- 
fchool  at  Marlbrough  feven  days, 
with  one  of  her  fchool-fellows,  who 
was  infedtcd  with  a  benign  fort  of  the 
Small  Pox.  She  was  then  removed 
to  another  houfe,  where  fhe  lived 
fome  days,  without  any  of  the  fym- 
ptoms  of  the  firft  ftage.  By  way  of 
preparation  or  prevention,  fhe  was 
officioufly  purged  three  feveral  times. 
Some  of  the  cathartics  having  operated 
violently,  when  I  fiift  faw  her,  fhe  was 
delirious  and  comatous,  her  pulfe  op- 
preffed  and  fluggifh,  which,  I  thought, 
might  be  owing  to  her  blood’s  being 
too  much  drained  of  its  ferum :  fome 

pimples 
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pimples  appeared  on  her  face  and  neck. 
She  was  blooded  only  to  the  quantity 
of  unc.  vi,  which  was  florid  and  denfe. 
In  a  few  hours,  fhe  was  lefs  comatous, 
the  pujlules  appeared  more  diftin&ly, 
and  her  pulfe  was  freer.  This  lafted 
but  a  fhort  while ;  the  puftules  feemed 

to  be  all  at  a  ftand,  and  the  fever  in- 
fuflicient  for  the  eruption.  A  blifter 

was  applied  inter  fcapulas ,  which 
brought  her  to  her  fenfes,  and  gave  a 
better  appearance  to  the  puftules. 
The  effect  of  this  lafted  only  about 
twelve  hours ;  the  pulfe  funk,  and 
puftules  rather  difappeared ;  the  alexi- 
pharmic  regimen  was  clofely  purfued. 
I  viftted  her  almoft  every  hour  day 
and  night :  I  found  the  effedt  of  thele 
medicines  but  momentary,  and  ex¬ 
changed  them  for  fago,  hartfhorn  jel¬ 
lies,  rich  fack-whey,  immo  aliquando  in 
ebrietatem  \  and,  if  thefe  were  but  in 
the  leaft  intermitted,  her  pulfe,  pu-

ftules,  and  ipirits,  funk  accordingly. 
Sinapifms  were  frequently  applied  to 
her  foies,  fomentations  to  her  breaft, 
which  always  relieved  her  fingultus  ; 
but  in  exchange,  left  a  lownefs  of  lpi- 
rits.  Thefe  methods  were  alternately 
and  conftantly  purfued,  by  the  con- 
fent  of  an  ingenious  phyflcian  in  the 
neighbourhood,  who  vifited  her  three 
or  four  times :  yet  about  the  feventh 
day  from  the  eruption,  (being  the  di- 
ftinft  fort)  the  puftules  were  flat, 
fhrivelled,  and  even  with  the  Ikin, 
the  interftices  pale,  the  pulfe  weak, 
her  face  more  delicate  than  in  health ; 
in  a  word,  nothing  feemed  to  promile 
a  crilis.  I  ordered  her  head  to  be 
lhaved,  and  her  whole  body  to  be 
covered  with  melilot  plafter :  lina- 
pifms  were  applied  to  her  foies,  to 
raife  a  fever,  till  the  plafters  began  to 
warm.  In  fix  hours  time  the  pulfe 
was  fuller  and  evener  than  at  any 

time 
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time  of  the  difeafe ;  the  face  puffed 
up  ;  the  puftules  encreafed  with  well- 
concocted  matter  ;  the  univerfal  ten- 
five  pain  was  abated ;  the  puftules  on 
the  extremities,  from  being  red,  hard, 
and  fmall,  became  large,  and  full  of 
matter  ;  the  fingultus  vanifhed  ;  in  a 
word,  after  the  application,  fhe  re¬ 
quired  only  the  nourifhing  diet,  and 
that  more  moderately :  fhe  had  a  full 
load,  and  now  enjoys  better  health 
than  ever. 


CASE  II. 


Nov.  1747.  A  Woman,  aged  about 

/A  18,  of  a  habit  of 
body  remarkably  grofs  ( maxime  olida 
quafi)  ftrong,  and  fat,  was,  at  the 
fame  time,  and  in  the  lame  fchool, 
taken  with  the  common  Symptoms  of 
the  Small  Pox.  She  was  blooded  to 

lib.  j.  and  vomited.  The  puftules  ap¬ 
peared 
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peared  very  thick,  refembling  the  ex- 
iliores  duriores  ad  maturitatem  non 
few  ententes  of  Rhazis,  the  fkin  all 
over  of  a  deep-red  colour.  Nature 
feemed  to  be  opprefted  by  her  grofs 
conftitution  :  fhe  had  clyfters  thro’ 
the  whole  of  the  difeafe,  which,  in 
fome  meafure,  anfwered.  In  her  face, 
they  hardly  ever  rofe  above  the  fkin, 
and  that  in  one  continued  pellicle , 
with  matter  like  that  of  cryjlalline , 
with  fome  livid  fpots :  fhe  was  often 
fomented.  On  the  feventh  day  after 
the  eruption,  finding  no  figns  of  ma¬ 
turation,  (lie  was  wrapped  up  in  meli- 
lot  plafter.  Next  day,  the  fkin  re- 
fembled  dark  parchment,  with  veins 
or  feams  of  well-concodted  matter. 
From  behind  her  ears  and  head,  mat¬ 
ter  ran  down  in  ftreams.  When  any 
part  of  the  plafter  was  raifed,  there 
iftiied  forth,  as  it  were,  a  fmoak  of  a 
very  difagreeable  fmell.  T'he 
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all  over  her  body  enlarged ;  the  inter¬ 
faces  changed  that  intenfe  red  colour 
for  the  damalk  ;  the  univerfal  tenlive 
pain  abated  :  every  thing  went  on 
well  till  they  turned,  which  was  the 
twelfth  or  thirteenth  day,  counting 
from  the  beginning  :  the.  puftules  on 
the  extremities  continued  to  enlarge 
and  fill.  The  women  who  waited 
on  her,  offended  at  the  flench 
of  the  matter,  which  fluck  in 
great  quantities  to  the  plafters,  un- 
plaftered  her.  In  two  days  after,  fhe 
laboured  under  a  violent  pleurify  and 
peripneumpny,  with  a  pulfe  ( bacculi 
inftar)  hoarfenefs,  and  a  difficulty  of 
breathing.  Surprifed  at  this  unex¬ 
pected  change,  without  fufpeCting  the 
caufe,  fhe  was  blooded  to  lib.  j.  This 
was  foon  repeated :  fomentations, 
clyfters,  ptifans,  and  blifters,  were 
clofely  purfued,  till  all  thefe  threaten¬ 
ing  fymptoms  were  reduced  to  a  little 

cough. 
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cough,  and  lofs  of  appetite.  Then, 
and  not  till  then,  was  the  true 
caufe  found  out :  her  head  and  tho¬ 
rax  were  again  covered  with  plafter, 
by  which  the  materies  morbijica  was 
moved  from  the  lungs,  the  cough 
ceafed,  and  her  appetite  grew  better. 
She  continued  unufually  thin  for 
fome  time,  and  her  belly  fwelled, 
which  then  was  imputed  to  the  re¬
